It’s official: Airport to be renamed for Rungeling

ipal airport will be renamed 
for Pelham's pioneering Flying 
Housewife, Dorothy Runge¬ 
ling. 

“Oh, that’s great, really," the 
104-year-old said when told 
the news late last Thursday 
afternoon. 

“It's wonderful,” Rungeling 
said by phone from her Fon- 
thill apartment at Lookout Point 
Retirement Village. 

A private bill introduced on 
behalf of the Niagara Central 
Airport Commission by Nia¬ 
gara West-Glanbrook MPP 
Tim Hudak passed third and 
final reading in Ontario’s leg¬ 
islature last Thursday morn¬ 
ing, meaning the Pelham- 
based airport along the north 
bank of the Welland River can 
be renamed Niagara Central 
Dorothy Rungeling Airport. 

“It's something I never ever 
thought of (happening),” she 
said.

mine had always been afraid 
to fly; planes terrified her,” 
Hudak told the legislature. 
“That is until her five-year-old 
son Barry goaded her one day 
to get up into a plane for a test 

step inside an airplane — but 
Rungeling became perhaps 
the most celebrated woman 
in Canadian aviation. 

She was the first Cana¬ 
dian woman to hold an air¬ 
line transport licence, the first 
to solo a helicopter, earned 

and was awarded the Amelia 
Earhart Medal. 

She's been called Canada's 
Flying Housewife. 

Born in 1911, the adopted 
daughter of noted Cana¬ 
dian poet Ethelwyn Weather- 
aid started flying in 1948. She 
got her licence Aug. 10,1949. 
That same year, her husband 
Charles bought her a two- 
seater Luscombe Silvaire 8A 
plane. She traded it the next 
year for a four-seat Piper PA 
20. 

Rungeling is a member of 
the Ninety-Nines — a soror¬ 


ity for pilots that was initiated 
by Amelia Earhart in 1929, its 
name believed to derive from 
the number of women who 
first joined the group. 

She regularly defeated 

America, winning the Gov¬ 
ernor General's Cup at the 
Canadian National Exhibition 
in 1953 and 1955. 

She earned her commercial 
pilot’s licence in 1951, instruc¬ 
tor's certification in 1953, her 
senior commercial pilot’s 
licence in 1954 and in 1958 
her airline transport licence 
— the first Canadian woman 
to do so — and that year also 
became the first woman to 
pilot a helicopter solo.

Gretzky winery 
to get permanent 
home in NOTL 


It's been in the works for more than 
five years, but now it's official — Wayne 
Gretzky wines will have a new, perma¬ 
nent home in Niagara-on-the-Lake. 
The Gretzky brand was taken over by 
Andrew Peller Ltd. six years ago, and 
discussions have been ongoing since 
about a new winery. On Monday, the 
site plan application for a 15,000-square- 
foot facility on Peller property, beside 
its Trius Winery on Niagara Stone 
Rd., was submitted to the town. 
It will be called the Wayne Gretzky Win¬ 
ery and Craft Distillery, and include 
retail and tasting space as well as fer¬ 
mentation and barrel cellars, says 
Greg Berti, vice-president of glo¬ 
bal markets for Andrew Peller Ltd. 
Peller has been making wine in Canada 
for more than 50 years, and opened one 
of the first wineries in NOTL 35 years ago. 
It owns about 300 acres of vineyards, and 
buys more than 4,000 tones of grapes 
from 38 local farmers, said Berti. 

There will bethreeorfouracresofnew 
grapes planted for Gretzky wines and 
more purchased locally, he said. 

The site of the new winery, with 
entrances from Line 3 and Niagara Stone 

raising beef cattle and growing toma¬ 
toes, but has not been in produc¬ 
tion for more than 30 years, said Berti. 
It's taken a while to work out the details, 

ky’s OK — he approves everything, 
from the taste of his wines to the labels.

Gretzky’s hands-on approach means 
“he won't be in Niagara-on-the-Lake 
once or twice ayear, he'll be here 10 or 12 
times," said Berti. 


Gretzky’s award-winning wine has 
been around for a decade, made by Aus¬ 
tralian winemaker Craig McDonald, 
who will continue on in the new facility. 
Berti, who has travelled across Can¬ 
ada with Gretzky on wine-related 
business, says the love and familiar¬ 
ity the public shows for the hockey 
player is amazing, and not just because 
he's the Great One in hockey, but 
because of his personal reputation. 


“He’s like a pied piper when he walks 
through the airport. He’s a Cana- 

hockey — for the person he is, the 

While his name on the bottle helps sell 
wine, “you have to like it to buy the sec¬ 
ond bottle. At least his is an easy name 
to remember when you go looking for it,” 
Berti said. 

The facility designed by Gren Weis, the 
Oakville architect who designed Peller 
Estate Winery on John St. in NOTL, will fit 
into the ‘rural Ontario context’ but with a 
contemporary vision. 

Berti said while there is lots of glass 
incorporated into the design, provid¬ 
ing “inspiring views of vineyards and the 
escarpment,” it also has a barn-inspired 


He wouldn't put a price tag to it, just 
that it’s in the “multi-millions,” saying 
there are too many details to be worked 
out to pin down how much it will cost. 
Gretzky, says Berti, "is very excited about 
the new winery.” 

As a “hockey guy" himself, NOTL Lord 
Mayor Pat Darte says he's looking for¬ 
ward to having the winery in town. 

“It's absolutely good for NOTL. A brand 
like that, having a presence in town, will 
bring a whole new group of people to town 
just for that. Some of them may want to go 
further and they can, but others, hockey 
people, will come to visit and get their

Police issue scam alert 

If someone calls claiming to be from 
Canada Revenue and wants payment up 
front, don't hand over your credit card. 

Niagara Regional Police are reminding 
residents to be vigilant of potential 
scams like that one. 

Police said residents have recently 
received calls from a male who says he's 
from Canada Revenue and tells them 
they have an outstanding debt. 

The caller threatens the resident by 
telling them the RCMP or local police will 
come and arrest them on a warrant if 
they don't pay the debt immediately. 

He instructs residents to buy prepaid 
credit cards and then call a number and 
provide the credit card information to 
pay the debt. 

Police say Canada Revenue and any 
other government agency will not ask for 
payment with gift cards of other money 
transfer services. 

Residents who receive a suspicious 
call should contact police. 

Niagara to join food plan 

Niagara Region's public works 
committee Tuesday approved 
participation in a southern Ontario food 
collaborative.

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Hudak pushes for 
Ridgeville hamlet 
designation 

Niagara West-Glanbrook 
Conservative MPPTim Hudak 
has written to Municipal Affairs 
and Housing Ministry's land use 
planning review committee asking 
that a “mistake" made in the 
Greenbelt Plan 10 years ago be 
corrected in its current land use 


review process. 

Giving Ridgeville hamlet status, 
which Pelham's other villages 
enjoy, would allow Ridgeville to 
grow to both sides of Canboro Rd„ 
develop its economic activity and 
draw more visitors to the town, 
Hudak says. 

The issue was brought up at 
a recent Greenbelt roundtable 
meeting he hosted with the Tories' 
municipal affairs critic, MPP Ernie 
Hardeman. 


Hudak says his letter is 
followup on his advocacy with 
Municipal Affairs Minister Ted 
McMeekin. 

"It's a simple fix to what was an 
overbite of the Greenbelt Plan," 
says Hudak, adding the plan 
should have left Ridgeville as a 
hamlet, rather than encompassing 
it as protected land. 

“It's pretty cut and dried. It was 
a mistake and it's an easy fix.”
